Report of School Board, 


The conditions of our schools are, generally speaking, quite 
satisfactory. although they might be greatly improved under 
the Supervisory System of Schooling, uniting with one or more 
towns and employing a competent superintendent who could 
devote his whole time to the schools while keeping. 

We have maintained eleven schools with two terms each 
of eleven weeks, with an additional three weeks at No. 1. The 
teachers employed have been earnest in iheir work, and in most 
schools splendid results have been obtained. 

The scholars and teacher at the Pond, assisted by con- 
tributions from the people in this district, made extensive re- 
pairs on the interior of their school-room, making it the pleas- 
antest in the whole town. Several school-houses need painting 
if the town wishes to keep them in good condition. No. 1 
needs to be shingled and one half of No. 12 also. At No. 18 
we would recommend a new school-house. There is quite a 
contrast between its inside and the Pond’s pleasant recitation- 
room. 

The School Board made sixty visits in the schools the past 
year, and 554 other visitors were recorded on the registers. 
The attendance of scholars has been very good under the. su- 
pervision of Truant Officer A. L. Stevens, although some friction 
was caused by the new law requiring all scholars to attend all 
the time school was in session. 

We recommend that more money be raised, so that three 
terms in a year may be bad in the future.
